FIND MAN SHOT; 
SAYS HE SLEW 3 


Roland Gregory, Badly In- 
jured, Tells Strange Story of 
Fight with Swindlers. 


POLICE START INQUIRY. 


Roland Gregory, 30 years old, son of Jacob 
H. Gregory, 4121 Drexel boulevard, is at the 
residence of his parents suffering from two 
bullet wounds in his body. Detectives from 
the Hyde Park etation are guarding the 
house and attempting to learn how he suf- 
fered his injuries. Gregory tells a story of 
tracking three men, who attempted to swin- 
dle farmers, and shooting and killing the 
members of the band in Peoria last week. 

Barly last evening Detective’ Wolfe and 
‘Morgan of the Hyde Park police station re- 
ceived information that a wounded man was 
to be found at the Drexel boulevard house. 
They went there and found Gregory, his head 
in bandages and a bandage around his left 
leg. He was suffering from a bullet wound 
in the back of the head and one in the left 
leg between the knee and the hip. 


Says He Killed Three, 

He told the police he and three friends 

left the city last Wednesday, posing as 
secret service men, and followed three men 
who were swindling farmers by selling 
worthless jewelry. He told the detectives 
that he traced them to a barn, but refused 
to tell where the place was situated. He said 
as he entered the door of the barn two of 
the men shot at him and he drew his re- 
volver and killed both men. A third ap- 
peared and Gregory said he also killed this 
man. 
He told the detectives he was arrested for 
the murder of the three men and gave tho 
name of Jones. A coroner’s jury, which held 
an inquest over the men, exonerated him, he 
said, and he made his way to Chicago, ar- 
riving last Thursday morning. 


Police Keep Close Watch. 

Leut. Joel Smith detailed several police- 
men to watch the house while the detectives 
investigated the story of the shcoting. 

Efforts of the detectives to learn the name 
of the physician were unsuccessful, ag mem- 
bers of the family refused to divulge his 
name. Policerhenm are visiting physicians’ 
offices in the vicinity in an attempt to find 
the one attending Gregory. 

There has been no report of a tragedy 
sirmilar to the one described by Gregory 
as happening in Peoria.

New York Leader Talks of Wringing 
Neck of Oritic Saying Members Were

PLEAD TODAY FOR BABIES. 


Big Delegation Will Urge “Child 
Saving” Appropriation for 
the Health Depart- 
ment. 


Petitions for salary increases aggregating 
about $2,000,000 now are before the city 
council committee on finance. 

At the close of the second all days hearing 
in the council chamber, the committee re- 
tired to seclusion in its own rooms late yes- 
terday afternoon and, after estimating the 
total, almost threw up its hands in despair 
at the thought of granting any of the peti- 
tions. 

“We estimate that the increase requested 
in the police department means between 
$600,000 and $700,000,” said Ald. B. W. Snow, 
“and that in the fire department about 
$350,000, so the two will ex $1,000,000 
alone. Then there are the demaéiide of prac- 
tically every group of employés, big or little, 
in every other branch of the service, which 
must bring the aggregate close to $2,000,000. 
The question in this case is not Gentlemen, 
where did you get it? but ‘ Gentlemen, where 
is it coming from 


Appeal for Child Saving. 
The committee will resume its sessions 


this morning and will listen to a strong 
plea for appropriations which will allow of 
the extension of the child welfare work of 
the health department. A delegation, headed 
by Mra. Arthur Aldis, president of the Vis- 
iting Nurses’ association, will appear, and 
Mrs. Aldis will address the committee in 
favor of an appropriation for establishing 
a permanent child welfare bureau. 

Mrs. Aldis expects to recite the duties of the 
school nurses sent out with the codperation 
of the board of education during the last two 
years and also will tell about the good work 
of the infant welfare nurses in saving the 
lives of babies during hot weather. 

The decrease in the health department ap- 
propriations in Chicago in thé last three 
years from $848,000 to $545,000 is one of. the 
matters Mrs. Aldis will cite to shame those 
responsible and to arouse interest. 


Chicago Low in the List. 

It is pointed out that Chicago now stands. 
fifty-fifth among American eitles ot 80,000: 
population or greater in per capita expendi- 
ture for health, while it has dropped from 
first to sixth place in healthfulness, as evi- 
denced by the death rate among cities of 
300,000 or More. ¢ 

The reports of the Visiting Nurse associa- 
tion for the school year of 1909-'10 show 
that the thirty-mine nurses and two super- 
intendents cared for the pupils of 100 schools 
—about 3.000 children to each nurse. In the 
ten months 15,000 visits to schools were made 
and 65,000 visits to homes—a most impor- 
tant part of the work—and of the 119,000 chil- 
dren examined in the routine tnepections 
26,000 were found to be in need of care. 

So beneficial have been the resulta, it is 
declared, that a general demand for ex- 
tending the visitations arose, and thie year 
the same force of nurses is expected to look 
out for 800 schools, or 801,000 pupilse—more 
than 7,000 to each nurse. 

The subject of salaries for nurses is an- 
other that has been brought up. KH is 
charged that Chicago pays its school nurses 
less than any other city in the country ex- 
cept Jersey City. 

The delegation will urge the finance com- 
mittee to make the establishing of a bureau 
of child welfare nurses possible. Help the 
children 1s to be the motto, and confidence 
was expressed yesterday that the aldermen 
would be prevailed upon to grant the ap- 
peal. 

Unions Besiege Committee. 

Yesterday afternoon's session of the finance 
committee of the council was given up almost 
entirely to the labor. unions and if there were 
any of them missing their absence was not 
noted. There were representatives of the 
lronworkers, the engineers, the painters, the 
carpenters, the harnesemakers, the plumbers, 
the electrical workers, the cement workers, 
the brickmakers, the elevator constructors, 
the stationary firemen, and so on through the 
list until it was exhausted. It was finished 


late in the afternoon so the committee was 


able to reach the second milepost tn its 


hearings—the requests for increases for in- 


dividual employés. . 

A fact commented on in the remarks of 
the representatives of organized labor was 
that with few exceptions announcements of 
increases in the union scales will go into er- 
fect this spring. This occurred so frequent- 
ly that several of the aldermen questioned 
the speakers closely to determine whether an 
agreement with private employers already 
had been reached or whether the increase was 
being tried out on the city. 


Threaten Strike, if Necessary. 

In nearly every instance there were asser- 
tions that the rate had been agreed upon in- 
formally or that it would be put into effect 
by a strike. 

“It will go in if we have to walk out for 
It. was the open declaration of F. C. Jengen- 
back, business agent for the cement workers. 

Simon O’ Donnell, an officer of the Building 
Trades council, was the spokesman for the 
general trades belonging to the orgenize- 
tion. 

“All I ask is that the city comply with 
the rules of the union, give union conditions, 
and pay the scale,” he said. “In some in- 
stances it has agreed to do this and has not 
lived up to the agreement. The 
inspectors working for the city belong to the 
Journeymen Plumbers’ association—that is, 
about 90 per cent of them do.

Senator Owen pointed out that the action 
of fifty-three Democrats in abandoning the 
Democratic candidate, Mr. Stringer, and vot- 
ing for Mr. Lorimer, does not seem the 
simple exercise of honest personal judgment 
on the fitness of candidates. 


LORIMER NOT PARTY CHOICE, 

‘He further pointed out that “of the 140 
Republican members voting, Mr. Lorimer 
only received fifty-five, about a third, show- 
ing that. as a candidate of the Republican 
party he was not acceptable to the Repub- 
lican members of the legislature, and not 
having been a candidate at all at the pri- 
maries, he had no popular vote whatever 
to support his ‘candidacy. 

“Under all the circumstances,” he said, 
“TI do not think he really represents 1 the will 
of the people of Illinois.” 

Mr. Owen used the Lorimer case as an 
argument in behalf of the general adoption 
of the plan of election of senators by direct 
vote of the people. He algo advocated a 
thoroughgoing corrupt practices act and pub- 
licity pamphlet such as Oregon enjoys, which 
strictly limits the use of money in the elec- 
tion of senators. 

The senate will resume consideration of 
the Lorimer case tomorrow when Senator 
Coe I. Crawford of South Dakota will speak 
in favor of a resolution declaring Mr. Lori- 
mers election void. Mr. Crawford's address 
will be important for many reasons, among 
them being that he will take direct issue with 
his colleague, Senator Gamble, who signed 
the majority report vindicating " Lorimer. 


OWEN YIELDS TO LORIMER. 

When the Lorimer matter came up, Mr. 
Owen was the first one recognized. He 
yielded the floor to Mr. Lorimer. 

MR. LIORIMER—M.. President, in the lat- 
ter part of May last I introduced a resolhu- 
tion in the senate calling for an inquiry of 
the charges made in the public press that I 
had been elected to this body by bribery and 
corruption. The resolution called for the 
most exhaustive inquiry. Subsequently e 
resolution calling for a similar procedure was 
adopted by the senate directing a committee 
of the senate to make the investigation. 
After a considereble time and e very wor- 
ough inquiry, a report was made to the sen- 
ate by a majority of the committee. I un- 
derstand that a minority report is to be sub- 
mitted today and that a discussion of the 
subject on these reports ie to begin today. 
Mr. President, because of what I know of my 
election to the senate—knowing that I was 
not elected by bribery dnd corruption and 
that vo person was guilty of corrupt prac- 
tices in my ¢élection—I feel that I am ob- 
ligated to the state which I represent in 
part in this body and to myself to be present 
in this chamber during the diecussion, and 
at some later time I reserve the right to dis- 
cuss the statements made in the senate to- 
gether with the reports. I hope thet my 
presence here will not embarrass any sen- 
ator who desires to discuss this matter, as 
their presence will not embarrass me when 
the time shall arrive when I shall discuss it 
myself. 


Question of Highest Privilege. 

Mr. Owen said he rose to a question of 
highest privilege—the right of a senator to 
a seat on the floor. The vice president held 
the resolution must comie according to the 
standing orders of the senate or the regular 
order of business. 

MR. BEVERIDGE—In the course of that 
order, and I hope it will not be necessary 
to suggest to the senator from Oklahoma 
that the introduction of a resolution utter- 
ly out of place according to the ‘standing 
rules which wows the law of this body is 
hardly ate. The senator, I take it, 
is aware—and if he ie not, I will inform him— 
that a minority report is to, be filed by a 
member of the committee having this case 
in charge. The senator had noticed that 
such action might be taken when the ma- 
jority of the committee in its meeting re- 
ported with the evidence. Aside from the 
law which governs us, it puts the senator's 
proposed resolution at a definite and distinct 
place im the order of business. The senator, 
I think, on reflection, will see the impro- 
priety of making any suggestion in the mat- 
ter out of the regular order of the senate; 
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‘out of the law which governs this body and 
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beforé the report from the minority of com- 
mittee is presented. That report I shal? pre- 
sent, as is suggested, at the regular and ap- 
propriate time fixed in the standing orders 
of this body. I call for the regular order, 
Mr. President. 


Owen Presents His Resolution. 


After another colloquy with Mr. Beveridge, } 
Mr. Owen presented the enn resotu- 


tion: 


Resolved, That the so-called election 1 


William Lorimer on May 26, 1909, by the 
legislature of the state of Illinois was 
illegal and void, and that he is not entitled 
to a seat in the senate. 

The resolution was read by the secretary. 
Beveridge asked for the floor and Owen re- 
fused to yield. Mr. Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire moved that the resolution go over for 
a day. The chair ruled it could not. Sen- 
ator Beveridge appealed and the decision of 
the chair was overruled by the vote of the 
senate. The resolution went over. Despite 
this, Senator Owen insisted on his right to 
speak, but was overruled on a point of order. 

The vice president ruled reports of com- 
mittees were in order, 

MR. BEVERIDGE—Mr. President, from 
the committee on privileges and elections, I 
submit a minority report in the nature of a 
substitute and move its adoption, the motion, 
of course, going over for the present. I ask 
that the report may be read by the secre- 
tac for the information of the senate. 


Bailey in Technical Protest, 

Mr. Bailey protestsed against the use of the 
word “report,” insisting Mr. Beveridge 
should have said minority views under 
the senate rules. 

MR. BEVERIDGE—Mr. President, the 
senator is in error, as he himself will admit, 
as to the universal practice of this body in 
the submission of minority reports. It is 
upon minority reporte to majority reports 
that the diecussien of given and important 
questions occur. But this technical question 
is not material. Whether it be called a 
“minority report” or the views of the 
minority.“ it is accompanied by conclusions 
of the minority, and a resolution based there- 
on. I ask that the report be read. 

The ohair called the attention of Mr. Bev- 
eridge to the fact the report was not signed. 
Mr. Beveridge corrected this and the secre- 
tary was ordered to read the report, which 
was done. 


Bailey Insists Upon Point. 

MR. BAILEY—Mr. President, I shall not 
press the point of order which I barely sug- 
gested a while ago, but I want it understood 
that this is not to become a precedent under 
which any senator may assert the right with- 
out permission of the senate to file a minority 
repom. I repeat what I said a moment ago, 
that there is no euch thing under the rules 
of the senate as a minority report. The 
senator from Indiana submits this matter 
under the rule which calls for reports from 
committees, byt obviously this is not a re- 
port from a committee. I bad supposed until 
I hurriedly examined the record that the sen- 
ator from Indiana obtained the permission 
of the senate to submit this matter, but on 
examining the record I find that he did not 
obtain the permission of thesenate. He sim 
ply said to the senate that he reserved the 
right to do these things.’ But he had no right 
to reserve. Merely for the sake of avoiding 
a precedent that might come back to plague 
us some time, I make this statement, but I 
think it desirable that the senate shal! have 
the benefit of everything that can be said or 
that can be written on this subject, and con- 
sequently I offer no objeotion to the presenta- 
tion of this document. 


REPORT MADE BY BEVERIDGE. 

The minority report presented by Senator 
Beveridge follows: 

“7 cannot concur with the report of the 
majority of the committee. 

“To my mind the testimony is conclusive 
that far more than enough bribery was prac- 
ticed in this election to invalidate the same 
even under the senate precedents upon which 
the majority rely 

“The facts: 

“The majority report itself declares that 
‘four members of the genera] assembly tes- 
tifled to receiving money as a consideration 
for their votes.“ Each of these men did so 
testify repeatedly. 

“Senator Holetlaw testified that he re- 
ceived his money from his fellow senator 
Broderick at two different times, the first 
installment being 32.500 and the second 
amount being $700 

Representatives Beckemeyer, White, and 
Link testified to having received their money 
from their fellow representative and fac- 
tional leader, Lee O' Neil Browne, and from 
Browne's lieutenant, their fellow represent- 
ative Wileon. Like Senator Holstlaw, these 
three representatives received their money 
in two installments, the first being $1,000 and 
the second $900. 


Shows Similarity in Dates. 


It is of corroborative importance that the 
Gates when Senator Holstlaw received his 
two installments from his fellow senator, 
Broderick, are practically the same dates on 
which the house members received their two 
installments from their Yellow representa- 
tives, Browne and Wilson. 

“Now comes an undisputed fact 
clusive force, although the majority report 
ignores it.

White Also Showed Money. 


Again, Representative Whi , 
same circumstances, was seen Pe en 
of unusual sums of money, in bills of large 
denominations. This is proved by the un- 
contradicted testimony of Miss Vandeveer, 
White's bodkkeeper; Mr. Dennis, a business 
associate, and Mr. Kirkpatrick, an employé 
of the store where White deposited de vera! 
hundred dollars. These three impartial wit- 
nesses saw the money and swear that it was 
in bills of large denominations. 

Representative Beckemeyer, under the 
same circumstances, deposited 3800 in a bank 
at Belle Iste, III., although he did not live at 
Belle Isle and had to be identified at the 
bank. This is proved by the uncontradicted 
testimony of James Gray, a business man 


of Belle Isle, who identified Representative 


Beckemeyer at the bank at the latter's re- 

quest. Mr. Gray saw the money and swears 
that it was in bills of large denominations, 
twice mentioning @ 8100 bill.

For example, the majority 
report says, or at least strongly implies, that 
three of them were compelled or ‘driven’ 
to ke these confessions because of their 
ment by the officers of justice of Gook 
county and Sangamon county, III., who were 
investigating this and other transactions be- 
fore the grand juries of these,counties, The 
majority lays great stress upon the testi- 
mony of Bribetaker Link as to his treatment 
by State’s Attorney Wayman and his assist- 
ants, Attorneys Arnold and Marshall, and the 
officers in charge of Link in connection with 
the grand jury proceedings in Cook county, 
before which grand jury Link finally made 
his full confession under oath. The language 
of the majority suggests sympathy for Bribe- 
taker Link under this treatment and con- 
demnation by the officers of justice who, 
Link says, subjected him to it. 


Action Explained by Wayman. 

But Link's theatrical account of what he 
calls the third degree to which he was sub- 
jected is explained by the testimony of 
State's Attorney Wayman. For example, in 
the matter of being placed in the custody of 
an officer in Chicago and to and from hfs 
home afterwards, it actually appears that 
Link was glad to have the officer with him for 
protection if, indeed, Link himself did not 
ask that an officer be sent with him. 

he men of whom Link most bitterly com- 
plains are Assistant State's Attorneys Arnold 
and Marshall, particularly the former. Yet 
the committee did not subpcena these offi- 
cers of justice to give their account of Link’s 
story, although they were residents of Chi- 
cago, in which the hearing was held. 

The majority seem to think that the re- 
markable so-called third degree story told 
by Link actually ‘compelled’ him to testify 
to a falsehood in confessing his bribery both 
before the grand jury and before the sub- 
committee. If so, it was important that 
Arnold and Marshall should give their ac- 
count. Yet they were not called. If not—it 
Link testified to the truth when he swore be- 
fore the subcommittee, as well as before the 
grand jury, that he received this bribe money 
~—why is the majority so concerned about 
Link's 9 degree melodrama? 


Ignores Link's Friends“ ” Plea, 

The majority report ignores one resolu- 
tion that Link repeatedly gave for denying 
that he met Browne and Wilson and got the 
bribe money from them. Link swears that he 
made this denial because he did not wish to 
get his ‘ friends in trouble. Who were these 
friends whom Link was so afraid of getting 
in trouble, that to protect them as well ae 
himself he at first committed perjury by 
denying having met Browne and Wilson and 
getting money from them. 

But after all, this phase of the case upon 
which the-majority lays such emphatic em- 
phasis.is not material unless the senate be- 
lieves these confessed bribe takers did not 
tell the truth in their repeated statements 
under oath that they actually did receive 
this bribe money, but, on the contrary, that 
they were ‘compelled’ or ‘driven,’ as the 


conduct of the state's attorney and his assist- 
ants. 

“ What the senate must dgtermine is 
whether it believes ar a matter of fact that 
these men actually did receive the money 
which they testified to havihg received and 
large amounts of which were found in their 
possession in bills of large denominations 
about the time they testified to having re- 
ceived it. This is the question before us— 
not the conduct of the officers of justice. 


Convinced Money Was Paid. 

“Upon this point the testimony convinces 
me that ‘four members of the general as- 
sembly which elected Mr. Lorimer,’ who 
‘testified to receiving money as a considéra- 
tion for their votes actually did receive such 
money. 

“If they actually did receive such money 
from whom did they receive it? They testify 
that they received it from their fellow rep- 
resentative and factional leader Browne and 
his lieutenant, their fellow representative 
Wilson and from Broderick, the fellow sena- 
tor of Holstiaw. 

“If they did receive it from these men 
these three bribe givers are as guilty as the 
four bribe takers. In law. bribery Includes 
the giving as well as the receiving of 
bribes, and the bribers are equally culpabie 
with the btibed. In morals, these bribe giv- 
ers are even more culpable than the bribe 
takers, because they were men of greater 
influence, intelligence, and force of character. 

The majority report exonerates these 
three accused bribe givers upon the ground, 
chiefly, that they denied the accusation. What 
else did the majority expect these accused 
bribe givers to do except to deny that they 
gave the bribe? What also could they have 
done unless they, too, contessed? 


Weed Not Force Confessions. 


„Did the majority expect everybody con- 
cerned with these corrupt proceedings to 
confess? 

Ig bribe giving to be proved only by the 
sworn confession of the bribe givers? Is not 
the law settled, clear, and conclusive that 
bribery may be and often must oe proved by 
circumstantial evidence? 

“Tt would be a rare case where any cul- 
prit could be convicted before a jury of 
bribery or conspiracy to bribe if the courts 
should take the view of the law taken by the 
majority of the committee. 

“Why did Browne take the long journey 
to St. Louis to meet his fellow embers 
who testified that they received the) bribe 
money from Browne at St. Louis? Browne 
lived at the other end of the stdte. His ex- 
cuse that he went to St. Louis to tal poli- 
tics to these men is absurd. It had been 
hardly three weeks since he had seen them at 
the legislature m Springfield, where he had 
been in constant cOmmunication with them 
for months. The campaign about which he 
says he went to see them did not occur for 
more than a year in the future. And having 
taken this long and disagreeable journey to 
meet these men in St. Louis about the cam- 
paign a year in the future, he remianed 
there only between trains, arriving about 8 
or 9 in the morning and leaving at noon. 


Broderick Made No Explanation. 

The explanations of Wilson are fully as 
bad or worse. And Broderick had no ex- 
planation at all as to why Holstlaw, who 
never before had vieited- Broderick’e saloen 
at Chicago, should come from his home in 
the 2 town of Iuka and go a mile and 
a half from the railroad station in Chicago 
to Broderick’s saloon, which is across the 
bridge on the west side. 

* according to bribe giver Broderick, 
taker Hostlaw merely came to — 4 — 
saloon in Chicago just to visit and went 
away without any reason whatever.

“Bo the evidence convinces me that at 
least e tainted votes were cast in this 
election.’ 

Three More Votes Tainted. 

„ But these seven votes, which, uncer the 
statute and the precedents are enough to 
invalidate this election, were not all of the 
tainted votes cast in this putrid transaction. 
The testimony shows that at least three ad- 
ditional corrupt votes were cast—those of 
Clark, Shephard, and Luke. 

While Shephard and Clark did not confess, 
and Luke, who is dead, could not ecnfess, the 
evidence convicts them of having shared the 
plunder at the same times and places in the 
same hands and for the same consideration 
as their fellow. members” who repeatedly 
testified to having received it and who were 
afterwards shown to be in possession of it. 

It is-conceded that these three members 
—Clark, Shephard, and Laike—belonged: to 
the faction and were the followers of their 
fellow representative and factional leader 
Browne. It is conceded that all of them met 
Browne and his lieutenant; Wilecn, by ap- 
pointment In St. Louis at the, same hotel and 
at the same time that the confessed bribe- 
takers are conceded to have met Browne and

„Luke's wife ‘testified that ‘along about 
this time Luke came home and ‘showed her 
$050 in bills of large i pea eu without 
saying where he got it. 

Sees Conflict with Precedant, 

„The committee declined to permit testi- 
mony as to Luke's statement concerning 
this money and his visit to St. Louis. I 
think this ruling was in direct conflict with 
the ruling on the same point in the Clark 
case. Still without this excluded testimony 
the evidence, taken all together, shows that 
Luke got the money in the same amounts 
and from the same sources and in the same 
places at the same time that the confessed 
bribe takers got theirs. 

Representative Shephard met his fellow 
representative and factional leader Browne 
and hie fellow representative, Browne's lieu- 
tenant, Wilson, at St. Louis at the same time 
in the same room in the same hotel where 
his three fellow representatives have re- 
peatedly confessed to having received this 
money from Browne and Wilson. 

The testimony ehows that Wilson paid at 
least some of this bribe money to the bribe 
takers in the bathroom of this hotel room. 
White swears that he himself was called 
into the bathroom by Wilson and was there 
paid his second installment of §900. White 
swears that he heard Wilson call Shephard 
into the same bathroom, from which they 
shortly emerged. 


Admissions Made by Shephard. 

“Shephard himself admits he was there 
and that Wilson called him into the bath- 
room, but said it was only to ask him the 
name of a woman with whom Shephard 
dined in Springfield almost two months be- 
fore. Shephard admits having visited a 
safety deposit box which he had rented in 
St. Louis the very same afternoon that he 
met Wilson at the hotel, and was called by 
Wilson into the bathroom. 

„ Shephard’s excuse for visiting St. Louis 
on this interesting occasion was that hemade 
the journey to get some packing for his 
automobile. This was a remarkable excur- 
sion for a banker and business man. We 
are asked to believe that Shephard's meet- 
ing with Fellow Representative Wilson at 
St. Louis at this lucrative conferente was a 
pure accident, a mere coincidence. 

* Apparently the majority of the commit- 
tee do so believe. 

“If we credit Shephard’s testimony, our 
indignant sympathy is aroused for this vic- 
tim of one of these malign tangles of circum- 
stances and events which sometimes entrap 
the most virtuous of men. 

But regardless of whether or not Shep- 
hard got any money for his vote, he was 
bribed to vote for Lorimer by the promise 
of influence concerning an office. This le- 
gal bribery was arranged and consummated 
between Shephard and Lorimer himself, 
Shephard himself declares that, rock ribbed 
Democrat’ as he was, the promise of Lori- 
mer's influence concerning a postoffice was 
‘the consideration’ for his vote. 

“Of course in law this ig quite as much 
bribery as if Lorimer had paid him cash in 
hand. On this the authorities are unanj- 
* mous. 


Admissions Made by Clark. 

Representative Clark Also met his fellow 
representatives and factional leader Brow ne 
and his fellow representative, Wilson, 
Browne's lieutenant, at St. Louis in the same 
room of the same hotel, at the same times 
that his fellow members who confessed to 
taking bribes at those times and places met 
Browne and Wilson. Also like the others 
Clark met Browne and Wilson in St. Louis 
at the latter’s request. 

“But Mr. Clark says he did not receive 
any money on either of those occasions. He 
sticks to the story that Browne did nothing 
but just talk on the first occasion. Browne 
“gays that this talk was about ‘ politics,’ 
Clark says that this interview with Wilson 
on the second occasion was more or less 
miscelaneous. Yet Browne and Wilson made 
long and uncomfortable trips for a brief 
period of such conversation with. Clark. 

“Tt must be remembered that Clark was 
a police magistrate in a fair sized country 
town. As such he was better schooled than 
his fellow members in the effectiveness of 
stout denial and persistent avoidance of 
damaging admissions. Indeed, we find Clark 
the firmest’and cleverest of the conspirators 
who were resolving and arranging to stand 
pat in their denials. 

Convinced Clark Was 

“ Yet Clark, police magistrate of a rr 
town, purchased diamonds during the ges- 
sion of the legislature for which he paid after 
the legislature adjourned.

“All this is true, even admitting the 
soundness of the senate precedents cited hy 
the committce. These precedents are that, 
no matter how many votes were bribed, yet 
if there was a majority of unbribed votes 
the election is valid. 

Election Never Legally Occurred, 
In the present case there was not an un- 
bribed ‘majority of all the votes of said 

joint assembly.’ There was at least one 
vote less than an untainted majority. In- 
cluding Clark, Shephard, and Luke as cor- 
rupt, there were four votes less than an un- 
tainted majority. So the election was in- 
valid—it never legally occurred. 

“Tf it is sald that these untainted votes 
must be expunged and considered as never 
having béen cast, the answer is in the words 
of the statuts itself, that they were ‘ pres- 
ent and voting.’ 
»The only reasonable and lggal position 
igs that these tainted votes actually were 
‘present and voting.“ a part of the joint 

assembly, but because their votes were 
tainted they are not to be counted for the 
candidate for whom they corruptly voted.

“ This is as most restricted meaning that 
reasonably can be put on the statute and 
precedents.

Not. only should these votes 
de considered as present. and voting,’ which 
was the actual fact; not only must they be 
deducted from the vote cast for Mr, Lorimer 
because of their corruption; but also they

Tainted Votes from Opponents. 

As I have shown above, it is not neces- 
sary to.take this view in order to invalidate 
this election. I take it merely on principle 
as a matter of law when applied to this or 
any similar case. 

“All of these tainted votes were stanch 
partisans of the opposite party to Mr. Lori- 
mer. For more than three months all of 
them steadily had voted either for the can- 
didate of their party nominated at their 
party’s primaries by popular vote, or at least 
against any Republican. None of them 
voted for any Republican until the notable 
26th of May, when all of them cast their 
votes suddenly for Mr. rimer upon the 
occasion of his election. 

Ik they actually were not bought to cast 
their votes for Mr. Lorimer, it follows that 
they would have continued to vote as they 
hitherto had done, either for the primary 
nominee of their own party or at least for 
some other member of their own party. Was 
it not for the very purpose of preventing 
their so voting and inducing them to vote 
for Mr. Lorimer that they were bought? If 
not, for what purpose were they bought? 


Corrupted Votes Were Needed. 

“And were they bought if the buyers did 
not think thelr votes were necessary? Is it 
possible that large sums of money were spent 
to purchase votes that were not needed? 
Were thousands of dollars thrown away and 
the risk of the penitentiary incurred for 
nothing at all? 

“ While, as I have shown, it ie not neces- 
sary to a decision of this case, yet I chal- 
lenge the senate precedents cited by the ma- 
jority that even if it be proven that any num- 
ber of votes were bribed, yet if there were 
a majority of. untainted votes the election 
cannot be questioned. 

“If only one case of bribery be clearly 
estabAshed in the election of a senator, I 
hold that this invalidates the entire election. 
In my opinion, one act of bribery makes 
the whole election foul. 

In the language of my Illustrious prede- 
cessor in this body, Senator Morton, ‘ bribery 
is to an Nection what fraud is to a contract.’ 


Sees Hardship on People. 

“It is said in defense of these precedents 
that it would be hard on a personally gullt- 
less and successful candidate who had an 
honest majority if hig election should be in- 
validated by votes corrupted in his behalt 
which were not enough in number to destroy 
his honest majgpity. 

“The clear answer is that it is harder on 
the people whose representative this candi- 
date is, to have any corrupt influences em- 
ployed in his behalf. 

“We cannot consider the personal fortunes 
or even feelings of a candidate in determin- 
ing the law of election cases. The candi- 
date is not on trial. The election is on trial. 
Was the election pure and free, or influenced 
and venal? The candidate is nothing, the 
people are everything. Or, rather, the can- 
didate ts nothing except as the representa. 
tive of ‘the people. 

“Our business is to guard the purity of 
elections. Our concern is to permit no chances 
to be taken. Yet chances always are taken 
under these ill considered precedents—dan- 
gerous chances. For if a number of cor- 
rupt votes are plainly proven to be such, it is 
reasonable to suppose that others were cast 
equally corrupt which could not be proven 
to be such. The law recognizes no more 
dificult task than that of proving bribery 
or conspiracy to bribe. 


Unfair to Honest Legislation. 
“And would this untainted majority be 
cast if the uncorrupt voters positively knew 
of the bribery being practiced for the candi- 
date for whom they voted? If honest mem- 
bers of a legislature innocently vote for a 
candidate for senator for whom corrupt mem- 
bers of the legislature were bribed to vote. 
would these honest members have so voted 
had they known of this bribery? This simple 
mustration will prove convincingly the un- 
souridness of the precedents which I am 
assailing.

$1,000 from him; that he met Robert E.

„Charles A. White, a member of the house, 
Forty-sixth genera) assembly of the state of 
Illinois, and a member of the Browne faction, 
on his oath; appeared before the senate com- 
mittee. He stated that he had made an agree- 
ment with Lee O'Neill Browne on May 28, 
1999, to vote for Mr. Lorimer, for $1,000. and 
was to have as much more from other 
sources, repeatedly referred to as the jack 
pot’; that he was taken in on the money 
derived from other sources, the ‘ jack pot. 
as a part of the consideration for voting for 
Mr. Lorimer; that Browne paid him $1,000— 
first, $100 at Springfield, II.; $60 in Chicago, 
Ul.; and $850 in Chicago, Ill, on June 16, 
1908, and that he received in like manner 
$900 from Robert E. Wilson, a member of the 
Browne faction, the intimate friend and rep- 
resentative of Lee O'Neill Browne, at the 
Southern hotel, St. Louis, Mo., on July 15, 
1900, in accordance with Browne’s previous 
promise. 

“White's testimony ies corroborated by 
Thomas P. Kirkpatrick, who said that White 
deposited for safe keeping @ package of 
money marked ‘ Eight hundred ($800) dol- 
lars’ with Mr. Hollender, cashier of the 
Grand Leader store in St. Louis, Mo., in the 
latter part of June, 1900, and White is other- 
wise corroborated by accounting for the time, 
place, and amount of his various expend- 
itures of this money received by him from 
Browne and Wilson.

“Lee O'Neil Browne wae indicted for bri- 


mediately afterward without explaining fta 
source, 

It is shown that he met Robert E: wün- 
son, Browne's intimate friend and represent- 
ative, at the Southern hotel on July 16, 1908, 
when other bribe takers were paid. 

Charles E. White, in his original state- 
ment of this cage, declares that Charles 8. 
Luke wae angry at getting only $800 at St. 
Loulg and stated to him that he could have 
gotten $1,500 at the beginning of the session 
and wag sorry that he did not take it; that he 
intimated to Luke that he, White, had not 
received anything, but that Luke answered 
by saying:

“Under these circumstances, if it were 
merely a matter of counting votes, I do net 
think the vote of Charles E. Luke should be 
counted for Mr. Lorimer. 


@) JOSEPH & CLARK. 

„Joseph S. Clark wae also a member of 
Browne's faction who voted for Mr. Lorimer 
May 26, 1909. : 

The evidence shows that Jost S. Clark 
was in St. Louis at the Southern hotel on 
June 21, 1909, although he denies it, and that 
also he was present and met Robert E. 
Wilson in St. Louls on Ju 16 1900. He 
was present when Robert E. Wilson paid 
Beckemeyer $900; he it was who by agree- 
ment received Robert E. Wilson’s manufac- 
tured false letter of 1910 antedated about a 
year, and which was prepared with the inten- 
tion of establishing a false excuse for the 
meeting held in St. Louis om July 16, 1900. 

“ Beckemeyer testified that Clark agreed 
with him that it might be all right for Beck. 
emeyer to demy heving been in St. Louie on 
July 15, 1009, snowing that Clark agreed to 
faise evidence in regard to the St. Louis 
meeting. 

„ D. W. Holtsiew states that Clark had 
told him that they could get something out 
of the furniture deal. Under all the circum- 
stances, I believe that Joseph . Clark, as a 
member of the Brown faction, which Becke- 
meyer called his ‘gang,’ was also a bribe 
taker, and that his vote ought not to be 
counted. , 


[10) HENRY A. SHEPHARD. 

„Henry A. Shephard, member of the For- 
ty~sixth general assembly of Illinois, was 
a member of the Browne faction, who voted 
for Mr. Lorimer, May 26, 1000. He also met 
Lee O'Neil Browne at the Southern hotel, 
St. Louls, on June 21, 1909, precisely the 
game place, and at the same time that the 
payments were made to those who have con- 
tessed, or who have been proved to be bribe 
takers and bribe givers. Immediately efter 
Beckemeyer had received his $1,000 from 
Browne, and as he was going out of Browne’s 
room, Henry A. Shephard went into Browne’s 
room. 

“He was at the meeting with Robert E. 
WIlson with the bribe (akers at the Southern 
hotel, St. Louis, Mo., on July 15, 1900, and 
went into the famous bathroom with Wilson 
just before Charles A. White went into the 
game bathroom and got $900, but Shephard 
attempts the silly explanation that his visit 
to the bathroom related exclusively to a 
question by R. E. Wilson as to the name of « 
woman who had taken dinner with Henry 
A. Shephard months before at Springfield, 
Il. 


Sure Shephard Got Bribe. 


“All of the evidence will justify the belief 
that Henry A. Shephard, as a member of 
the Fang.“ wes paid the same amount as 
the other members of the gang.’ His absurd 
explanation of his going to St. Louis to meet 
with this party of men, of his going inio 
the bathroom to tell the name of a lady with 
whom he had taken dinner at à public hotel 
months before, is unworthy of belief 

Henry A. Shephard, however, expiains 
his vote for Mr. Lorimer on the ground that 
Mr. Lorimer made bim a personal promise 
that he would do all in his power to prevent 
Mr. Richards the pustmaster of Jerseyviliv, 
III., or his deputy, Mr. Becker, from being

Surprised Jackpot Was Ignored. 


Beside these cases, it is my judgment 
that In view of the testimony of White that 
his right to, participate in the jackpot’ was 
a consideration moving him to vote for Mr. 
Larimer, the committee would have been 
justified in inquiring into the extent of the 
‘jackpot’ and ite relation, as an agency, in 
bringing about the election of Mr. Lorimer. 

“There were thirty of the Browne faction 
who followed Browne's leadership and sup- 
ported Mr. Lorimer. 

“ Albert J. Hopkins had received 165,306 
votes at the Republican primary; George E. 
Foss, 121,110 votes; William E. Mason, 88, 
596 votes; Wildam G. Webster, 17, 704 votes. 

Lawrence B. Stringer was the onby Demo- 
cratic candidate, and received the vote of his 
party at the primary. 

„Mr. Lorimer was not before the primary 
asacandidate. He received the vote of only 
one member in the legislature on May 13, 18, 
19, 20, 25, but on May 26 he euddenly re- 
ceived 108 votes, five or six in eas of the 
constitutional majority required. 

“The above record of bribery and corrup- 
tion cannot be broken down, in my opinion, 
on the theory that the men who received 
the bribes were unworthy of belief on their 
confession, and that their testimony: against 
the bribe givers is unworthy of credit, be- 
cause the witnesses are infamous for the 
reason that there is such a tissue of substan- 
tial and circumstantial evidence surround- 
ing the case that it is impossible to resist 
the belief that these confessionsare substan- 
tially true. It does not suffice to say that a 
bribe taker is umworthy of credit. With the 
exception of White, all the testimony from 
the bribe givers and bribe takera came with 
extreme reluctance and "was obtained only 
by the exercise of the powers of the govern- 


ment. : 
Thinks Confessions Held Firm. 


“In my judgment the attempt to rebut 
and break down the force of these confessions 
failed. It is extremely difficult to expose 
conspiracy where every man concerned has 
a powerful interest and conceals his own 
wrongdoing. 

“Lee O'Neil Browne and his friend and 
representative, R. E. Wilson, deny making 
the payments to White, Beckemeyer, Link, 
and Luke, but they are overwhelmed by both 
the direct and circumstantial evidence and 
in my opinion are unworthy of credit. 

“It has been euggested that Lee O'Neil! 
Browne has been vindicated, having been re- 
elected to the legislature. 

In my judgment this is no proof of vin- 
dication, in the presence of the evident bi- 

system of corruption im Illinois, 
where votes can be as easily bought as in 
Adams county, Ohio, where nearly a thousand 
men have been indicted for selling their votes, 
especially if a man hae behind him large 
capital interested in his vindication, 

“ Particularly is this true in Illinois, where 
under the plumping system or cumulative 
voting one-third of the votes in Mr. Browne's 
district would suffice to elect and where under 
the bipartisan system he hed both-a Republi- 
can and Democratic following. In his evi- 
dence he etated that he probably got nearly 
as many Republican votes as he did Demo-

“Henry Terrill, who was a Republican

Terrill 
testified thet he asked him ‘ what there 
would be in it,’ and he said * $1,000, anyway.* 
Terrill) eays this occurrence took place one 
or two nights before Mr. Lorimer’s election, 

“Mr. President, under the circumstances 
I believe it my duty to the state of Okla- 
boma, to the senate of the United States, 
and to the American people to move the 
senate to declare the so-called election of 
Mr. Lorimer void, on account of the corrupt 
practices above set forth. 

“Tt Is painful to me to perform this duty. 
I should be glad to know positively that Mr. 
Lorimer was simply the victim of super- 
serviceable friends; that their use of money 
and corrupt practices was not known to him 
and not approved by him. 

Glad Lorimer Is Nearly Pure. 

“In submitting the motion to the eenate 
I do so upon the record of the proceedings 
Lefore the senate committee, and lam glad 
to record the fact that no evidence appeared, 
except in the Shephard case, directly in- 
volving Mr. Lorimer, which, however, he has 
not denied, and if the Shephard direct charge 
against Mr. Lorimer were the only record 
cf wrongdoing, Shephard being otherwise 
unworthy of belief, I should remain silent; 
tut I belleve there was wholesale corrup- 
tion and bribery used in procuring the elec. 
tion of Mr. Lorimer and that it has been 
abundantly proved. 

„ believe if Mr. Lorimer should retain 
his seat under these painful circumstances 
it would lower the United States senate in 
the esteem of the American people. I be- 
lieve the time has come when the American 
people demand that stern measures shall be 
used in dealing with bribery and with cor- 
rupt conduct in public affairs, and I think 
it better for all the people that there should 
be an end made to the election of senators 
by the sinister forces of the republic. 


Again Urges Direct Vote. 

“wr. President, I submit to the senate 
that the time has come for the election of 
senators by the direct vote of the people, 
under the safeguard of an honest and thor- 
oughgoing corrupt practices act and public- 
ity pamphiet such as Oregon has adopted, 
which gives an equal chance to the rich 
man and the poor man, and strictly limits 
the use of money in the election of senators.

COMMITTEE IS IN FAVOR OF 
DIRECT VOTE FOR SENATORS. 


Report of Senate Body Means a Hard 
Fight in Upper House, Where There 
Is Strong Opposition to Change. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—At a meeting 
of the senate committee on judiciary held 
today a decision was reached to report favor- 
ably the subcommittee resolution authoriz- 
ing an amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for the election of United States sen- 
Ators by direct vote ot the people. 

The controversy in the committee turned 
upon the question es to whether the state or 
the federal government shoul supervise the 
elections, The subcommittee’s provision 
directs that the time, place, and manner 
of holding elections shall be prescribed in 
each state by the legislature thereof.” 

Senator Borah, who favored the subcom- 
mittee’s recommendation, was authorized to 
present the committee’s report to the senate 
and he will submit it as soon as he can pre- 
pare a written report in its support. 

While encouraged over the progress made, 
the advocates of the change, which would 
take the election of senators from the state 
legislatures and place it in the hands of 
the people, are by no means sanguine of im- 
mediate success. 

There is strong opposition in the senate to 
the provision, and there will be little dim- 
culty in preventing action during the present 
session. The measure will die with this con- 
gress, so that it seems probable that it will 
be necessary to travel the road again next 
session. Never before has a favorable report 
on a similar measure been received from the 


judiciary committee.

DEMOCRATS MAKE SHIFT. 


On Eve of Return to Power, They Vote 
with Regulars. 


Waehington. D. C., Jan. 9.—Speaker Can- 
non had nis hour of triumph in the house to- 
day. Badly battered in the three days’ 
storm that swept the house last March and 
tore from him much of. the power thai had 
been his, thé speaker came back in a 
way that brought a grim smile of satisfac- 
tion to his rugged countenance and left his 
ancient enemies, the “ insurgents,” decidedly 
discomfited. 

Today the speaker was sustained by an 
overwhelming majority on a ruling which 
was identical with the one he made last 
March, when the house angrily overruled 
his decision through a combination of in- 
surgent Republicans and Demoerqts. To- 
day, on the eve of their return to power, the 
Democrats voted almost solidly to sustain 
the ruling of the chair. The insurgents— 
twenty-ceven of them—stood by their guns 
and fought the speaker bravely. But, robbed 
of Democratic support, their battle was a 
losing one from the start. N 


Regulars in Chaffing Mood. 
It was the flret big political maneuver of 


the present sesston of congress and the reg- 


ular Republicans were elated ever the re- 
sults. They baited the Democrats unceas- 
ingly for their change of front. The house 
was in its gayest mood amd during the three 
hours that the fight lasted there was an 
almost continuous gate of laughter. 

Taunted for his inconsistency, Represent- 
ative Fitzgerald of New York, one of the 
Democratic leaders in the rules fight, re- 
torted that for the sake of consistency he 
didn’t propose to be foolish. 

When Champ Clark of Missouri, slated to 
succeed Speaker Cannon, voted to sustain 
the chair today on the same point of or- 
der which furnished the basis for the suc- 
cessful insurgent campaign of last March, 
the Republicans broke into storms of ap- 
plause. 

Representative Underwood of Alabama 
joined Mr. Fitzgerald in admitting frankly 
that he thought the speaker was right in 
his culing last March and that he ruled 
in line with the precedents of the house. 


4 No Revolution at Present, 

„But, said Mr. Underwood, 
to overrule the speaker béedause we thought 
the time had come for a revolution, and for 
the majority of the house to express its will. 
At that time there was reason to believe 
the rules committee was attempting to ob- 
struct legislation. No such condition exists 
today, and consequently there will be no 
revolution.“ 

“Then when you voted to overrule the 
Speaker you admit you engaged in an un- 
lawful enterprise, snapped Representative 
Mann of Illinols. 

It was not unlawful; it was necessary,” 
interjected Mr. Fitzgerald. 

The insurgents refused to be downcast by 
their defeat. Twenty-eix Democrats voted 
with them against the speaker, and they 
claim that these “ insurgent Democrats 
will be their allies in all future fights. 

** Poppycock,”’ said Champ Clark, when 
told of this. Every man voted ‘as he pleased. 
That was my advice to them. The vote had 
no significance whatever as a party propo- 
sition.”’ 


Tennesseean Is Surprised, 

Representative Sims of Tennessee, a Dem- 
ocrat, contributed some real excitement to 
the debate by declaring that he was amazed 
at the statements of some of the leaders on 
his own side that they knew the speaker 
was right last March but had voted against 
him. 

am one of the ignorant who believed 
that the speaker was wrong then and that 
he is wrong now: And I would rather be 
ignorantiy honest than knowingly dishon- 
etzt, he declared.

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CREATES A STORM 
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Civil Service Body Will Inves- 
tigate County Institu- 
tions Today. 


NURSES MAKE PROTEST. 


Say They Are Crowded Instead of 
Wasting Space, as Claimed 
by Glennon. 


Two storms broke yesterday, folowing the 
publication of the charges voiced by County 
Commissioner Charles Glennon as the result 
of his personal investigation on Sunday of 
conditions at the county hospital. 

The county civil service commission pre- 
pared to make immediate investigation of the 
hospital to learn why 127 patients had been 
allowed to remain in the institution for in- 
definite periods as guests of the county 
and why 250 other “ hangers on are given 
homes and hospital ward beds while patients, 
seriously ill, are lying in pallets on the floors 
or suffering on makeshift beds in out of the 
way corners. At an informal meeting of the 
commission in the evening it was determined 
to start the inquiry with a meeting at 4 
o'clock this afternoon and to begin the hear- 
ing of evidence at the hospital tomorrow 
morning. 

Philanthropic women, who support and 
maintain the Illinois Training School for 
Nurses, formed the second storm center, and 
they asserted that the school had been most 
unjustly criticised by Mr. Glennon's inform- 
ant, who said that the county was not getting 
value received for money paid for nursés. 


Citizens’ Association Busy. 

Disclosure of an independent investigation 
of the hospital by the Citizens’ association 
came after the meeting with the announce- 
ment that the evidence gathered by the or- 
ganization was desired by the commission. 
Secretary Shelby M. Singleton told of the 
inquiry started by the association. 

“We have had two investigations of the 
institution, he said. “An inquiry begun 
some time ago was resumed about two 
weeks ago. We have collected some data 
concerning conditions and will be glad to turn 
it over to the commission and aid in the 
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new campaign in any way possible. 

“TI cannot say now just what we have found 
as it might interfere with the success of the 
impending inquiry. I had not learned of 
the plans of the commission and have had 
no conference with the commissioners.” 


Promises General Cleanup. 

The cleanup campaign, which President 
John P. MecGoorty and Secretary Ballard 
Dunn of the civil service commission 
promised would des started in a day 
or two, will include all county institutions 
and offices where civil service lists are found 
and “two weeks or more” will be given 
over to the inquiry. ‘‘ Rampaging Peter 
Bartzen, at night, placed his approval on 
the commission's investigation and said fur- 
ther he would take immediate steps to try 
to have temporary quarters provided in 
three recently acquired fiat Lulildings for 
the county hospital help. 

“These buildings which the county has 
just bought are near the pespital,” the presi- 
dent of the county board said, and they 
can be fixed up for the use of attendants 
and more room provided in the hospital 
for the patients who are being crowded out 
ot the hospital beds.“ 

“The intolerable conditions at the county 
hospital found by Commissioner Glennon 
must be changed., Mr. McGoorty said. 


Points Out Need of Change. 

Mr. Dunn said there was no doubt condi- 
tions both at the county hospital and at 
Dunning were in sad need of improvement. 

There surely should be a change in the 
county hospital,“ he said. It is of the ut- 
mogt importance that Cook county should 
take proper care of patients sent there. There 
should be plenty of rurses provided and the 
county should not be compelled to pay the ex- 
penses of a lot of men who are allowed to lie 
around the place. 

„% At Dunning we understand that there is 
only one physician to each 600 patients. This 
is not enough. Every insane person is {ll 
and should have medical attention. Aga! 
there seems to be a lack of attendants N 
During some periods of the day single attend 
ants have from 100 to 150 patients to look 
after. There are many other matters like 
this that have come to our attention—all will 
be looked into and efforts made to improve 
things. 


Hears Nurses’ Champions. 

Dr. George Sultan, the county commis 
sioner at the head of the hospital committee, 
heard the remonstrance of representatives 
ef the Llinols Training School for Nurses, 
when Mrs. Ira Couch Wood, president of the 
board, and Mrs. Orson Smith, treasurer, ap- 
peared to present suggestions for the new 
annual contract for nurses for 1911. 

Not only is it absolutely untrue to say that 
the training school has not lived up to its 
contract with the county,’’ Mrs. Smith said, 
‘* but we have done much more than we have 
been required to do simply because we have 
been humane enough to take care of the pa- 
tients. While our contract provided for the 
furnishing of 214 nurses, we have had 221 
there all the time, and now have 241. We 
have not received one cent for the extra 


nurses. 8 

“In addition to nursing patients the nurses 
have done and still are doing all sorts of 
menial work at the hospital.” , 


Nurses’ Quarters Crowded. 

Mrs. Wood corroborated Mrs. Smith, and 
said: 

“The charge that the nurses in the con- 
tagious hospital have a whole floor to them; 
selves, and that they eat and sleep there, in 
violation of our contract, is altogether un- 
fair. Instead of having cOmmodious quar- 
ters there as many as five nurses are crowded 
into a single room. They do stay in the hos- 
pital, but not in violation of the county rules. 
It would be dangerous to the health of the 
community for the nurses to go among either 
the nurses of the county hospital or in the 
streets daily.

TREATY WITH U.S. 


Head of Dominion Conserva- 
tion Forces Says Nations 
Should Remain Aloof. 


LEADERS CHEER SPEECH. 


Declares Only Trouble Can Fol- 
low Attempt to Reach 
Closer Relations. 


Montreal, Jan. 9.—“ The present is not 
the time to take down the bare of trade and 
turn Canada’s natura! resources over to the 
United States. The best way of continuing 
good relations between Canada and the Uni- 
ted States is for each to do its own busi- 
ness independently and have no entangle- 
ments, nothing in the world to quarrel 
about.” ! 

Such was the opinion expressed today at 
the weekly luncheon of the Canadian club 
by Clifford Sifton, chairman of the Domin- 
ion Conservation commission, and a. former 
member of the Laurier government. His 
audience was composed of the leading bank- 
ers and business men of Montreal, sena- 
tors, and members of parliament. They 
cheered the sentiment to the echo. 


Says Views Are Only His Own, 

Mr. Sifton wag carefug to state that his 
views on reciprocity were his own, quite 
apart from politica) affiliations and possibly 
out of harmony with the views of many mem- 
bers of both great parties. 

“It would be altogether apart from my 
duty to discuss the political or national as- 
pects of this question,” he said, “ but per- 
haps you will pardon me if I express my own 
conviction. It is this: If we enter upon trade 


‘relations of an extensive character with the 


United States, and if the most favorable an- 
ticipations which can be entertained turnout 
to be well founded, and if our friends south 
of thé Une use us well and give us nearly 
everything we ask for, what is the inevitable 
conclusion? Muet not our trade and business 
and Mte become mixed with theirs, so that 
we shall become increasingly dependent upon 
them, with the ultimate end of political 
union? 


Alternative Is Unpleasant, 

“ And if the favorable anticipations are not 
réalized and they will not treat us well and 
want to grab and quibble on the interpreta- 
tion of any reciprocity treaty, what will that 
mean? it will simply mean that ten or fifteen 
years from now we shall have to begin all 
over again just where we are now and start 
once again to put ourselves right. 

“tT do not hold with those who say that a!l 

opposed to a trade treaty between Canada 
and the Untted States are opposed to good re- 
lations betweén the two countries. On the 
contrary, my view i that the best way of 
continuing good relations between Canada 
and the United States is that each should do 
its own business independently and have no 
entanglements—nothing in 
quarre! about.”

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| HIGHER TAXES ARE DEMANDED 


IN NOTICES SENT TO 83,000. 


Rate Increased About Twenty Per Cent 
—Lake View Only Town Where Per 
sonalty Tariff Is Not Raised. 


Higher taxes because of an increaged rate 
were demanded yesterday in 83,000 notices 
matied by the county treasurer to persons 
assessed for personal property holdings. Lake 
View is the only town where the rate is not 
raised, and there the decrease is only 1 cem 
on each 6100 of assessed valuation—to . d 
from §5.02 last year. 

In West town the rate is $4.95, which com- 
pares with $4.91 a year ago. The South 
town’s rate of $4.47 in 1910 has been raised 
to $4.64, while the North town’s $4.88 is 4 
cents more than a year ago. The town of 
Jefferson's figure ie $4.18, increaged from 
$4.08. 

The assessed valuation ig one-third of the 
estimated full valuation. The $5.01 rate in 
Lake View means that the owner of bonds 
or other personalty whose assessed valuation 
is $2,000 must pay taxes of $100.20, which also 
is the tax on real estate of the value of 
$6,000, with a one-third assessed valuation 
of $2,000. Comparison shows the actual tax 
rate has increased about 20 per cent.

RDINARILY it would be a beneficernce 
indeéd to observe Mr. Chevalier engaged 
in a sustained characterization, for hfs

Notwithstanding the disadvantages of the 
play, the entertainment itself is not altogether 
an annoyance. Well along in the evening Mr. 
Chevalier reverts to pis old time repertory of 
character songs and studies and sings such 
favorites as Mrs. ery Awkins and “ The 
Workhouse Man with his unfailing and famil- 
lar skill. It is a leavening contribution, and 
atones in a measure for what has gone before. 
And it is in the accompanying scene that Mr. 
Chevalier’s acting is most enjoyable. He ap- 
pears as Albert Chevalier in the wings after his 
“turn” in the music hall, talking with the atage 
officials, offering his good wishes to a debu- 
tante, and otherwise engaged in the entertaining 
minutie behind the scenes. It is a fascinatingly 
authentic bit of acting, and proved, to one 
auditor at least, how much more interesting 
Albert Chevalier is than is Daddy Dufard.

This Daddy Dufard is an old French actor, full 
ot histrionie amiability and sentiment, beloved 
by all who know him, and thoroughly engrossed 
in the aspirations of his daughter, who is taking 
her first faltering steps in the theater. He is 
considerably given to gab, however, and from 
the time he enters until he exits he converses 
excessively and to no great end. Points which 
an artist of Mr. Chevalier’s caliber should make 
without the aid of a word are hidden and lost 
in yerbosity and repetition.

But the fact remains that Daddy Dufard’s in- 
cessant habit of speech is wearing, and so there 
is engendered for him no considerable amount 
of sympathy.

The other characters are similarly tame and 
similarly voluble, with one or two exceptions. 
Dufard's daughter, in the lovely person of Miss 
Viola Heming, is a pleasant surcease, and the 
story book romance between her and the timid 
author of her play is quite enjoyably acted.

Frequent hearings of the work are serving a 
purpose, however. This effort of an Italian mu- 
sician to picture the life of a primitive Anglo- 
Saxon community proves how utterly opposed 
are the mental processes and emotional expres- 
sions of the two races. Our more analytical 
mind may observe the Italian accurately. We 
may imitate him, or caricature him, but we 
never can understand him, and a study of his 
efforte at imitating us as they are exhibited 
in the Chicago Opera company’s performantes 
of “The Girl” will serve to convince the most 
casual observer that it is quite impossible for 
the Italian to sympathize with our typical re- 
presslon in the matter of all outward display of 
feeling. 

Under the stern guidance of Mr. Ricordi the 
first performance of “The Girl” was accom- 
plished with less display of what appears to 
us as weak and womanish sentimentality than 
now is permitted to make its scenes ridiculous 
to the Anglo-Saxon. Now that he no longer is 
here to enforce discipline, the Italian members 
of the cast have returned to their multitudinous 
and meaningless gestures and to other manner- 
isme even more absurd. The homesick miner 
insists on embracing and kissing his benefac- 
tors in the first act, quite unconscious of the 
fact that in real life such displays of affection 
between men would be Impossible to the Amer- 
ican and, if attempted, would invite painful con- 
sequences, 

One might enumerate the absurdities of the 
performance’ indefinitely, but these will suffice 
to show how completely beyond the compre- 
hension of the Latin mind is the American of 
this or of previous generations. This being the 
case, how can Puccini have devised musical 
symboliam for an American drama that shall 
seem adequate to us? He has not. There is 
not one moment when the music seems to bear 
any relationship to the action. The oftener ole 
hears the work the less ts one able to justify it 
on artistic grounds. Its music is typical of the 
worst tendencies in Italian opera; of the arti- 


ficiality; the lack of earnest self-criticism; the 


easy satisfaction with any idea, usually one 
may believe the first, that may occur to the 
composer. It is typical also of an Italian talent, 
even more convincingly demonstrated by Leon- 
cavallo, to borrow indiscriminately from the 
music of the times.

this kind? 

(2) As to the majority report’s; notion 
of the weight to be given denials by men 
charged with a crime, Senator Beveridge 
remarks: 


What else did the majority expect these accused 
bribe givers to do, except to deny that they gave 


the bribes; what else could they have done, unless 


they, too, confessed? Did the majority expect 
everybody connected with these corrupt proceed- 
ings to confess? 

Indeed, the majority members seem to 
have been profoundly impressed with 
every word of Browne, of Broderick, who 
“refused to answer” lest he incriminate 
himself, and of Wilson, who kept away 
from the committee in Canada until vir- 
tually all the evidence was in. Why was 
it that they were so “creditable” and 
every word of testimony against Lorimer 
“of slight value” or “unworthy of cre 
dence ”?

As to the “ third degree” melodrama, 
Senator Beveridge says: : 

The majority lay great stress upon the testi- 
mony of bribe taker Link as to his treatment by 
State’s Attorney Wayman and his assistant 
sta te s &ttorneys, Arnold and Marshall. The 
language of the majority report suggests sym- 
pathy for bribe taker Link under this treatment 
and condemnation by the officers of justice whe, 
Link says, subjected him to it. 

But Link’s theatrical account of what he calle 
the third degree,“ to which he says he wae sub- 
jected, is explained by the testimony of State's At- 
torney Wayman, For example, in the matter of 
being placed in the custody of an officer in Chicago 
and to and from his home, it actually appears 
that Link wag glad to have an officer with him 
for protection, if, indeed. Link himself did not 
ask that an officer be sent with him. 

The men of whom Link most bitterly complains 
are Assistant State's Attorneys Arnold and Mar- 
shall. Yet the committee did not subpona these. 
officers of justice to give their account of Link's 
story although they were residents of Chicago, in 
which the hearing was held. The majority seem 
to think thet the remarkable third degree story 
told by Link actually ‘*‘ compelied *’ him to testify 
to a falsehood in confessing his bribery both be- 
fore the grand jury and before the subcommittee, 
If so, it was important that Arnold and Marshall 
should give their account. Yet they were not 
called. If not—if Link testified to the truth when 
he swore that he received this bribe money—why ls 
the majority so concerned about Link's third de- 
gree melodrama? 

The majority report ignores one reason that Link. 
repeatedly gave for denying that he met Browne 
and Wilson and got the bribe money from them. 
Link swears that he made this denial because he 
did not wish to get his friends“ Who were 
these friends whom Link was so afraid of getting 
into trouble that, to protect them as well as him- 
self, he at first committed perjury by denying hav- 
ing met Browne and Wilson and getting money 
from them? 

As to the majority report’s position that 
“there are no facts or circumstances from 
which it could be found that any other 
member or menibers were bribed,” Sen- 
ator Beveridge hols: | 

The question before the senate is whether it be- 
lieves these four men received bribes. If so, then 
it must belleve somebody gave the bribes, and 
if they are to be believed when they say they were 
bribed they must be believed when they name other 
members of the assembly as the bribers. The 


testimony is overwhelming that four members 


were bribed, and that three members bribed them. 
I am not able to follow the mental processes that 
concede that the four bribe takers got their mogey 
but did not get it from the three bribe givers whom 


it ls conceded they met in suspicious circumstances, 

Nor does Senator Beveridge scorn the 
corroborative value oc the jackpot testi- 
mony implicating Shephard, Clark, and 
Luke, declaring the evidence -“ convicts 
them of having shared the plunder at the 
same time and place, from the same hands 
and for the same consideration as their 
fellow members, who repeatedly testified 
to having received it and were afterwards 
shown to be in possession of it.“ 

And, finally, as to Lorimer’s personal ro- 
lation to or responsibility for the corrupt 
practices - ‘involyed in his election, Sen- 
ator’ Beveridge makes the following point- 
ed nr:

NGLAND’S Jockey club is about to be- 
come the subject of Some difference 
between the governments of the 
United States and Great Britain. For, 
'  ylelding to strong pressure on the part 
of the sporting world in the United King- 
dom, and vigorously supported by the sport- 
ing press and by a number of the great dally 
hewspapers that accord much attention to 
racing matters, the Jockey club is about to 
impose.a fee of from $250 to $500 on every 
American yearling imported into England for 
sale, the purpose being to protect the English 
breeders. Of course the Jockey club has nd 
means of forcing the payment of this fee at 
the time of the importation of the American 
horse. But it can bar it from all the tracks 
which it controls, and thus render it virtually 
valueless for turf or even for breeding pur- 
poses. 

It is said that if the Jockey club inaugurates 
this measure, the cause of the American rac- 
ing men and owners of breeding establish- 
ments will be taken up by the United States 
government, and that a protest will be ad- 
dressed to the foreignoffice. Should this take 
place or should the matter be brought up 
in parliament, where the majority is over- 
whelmingly opposed to any sort of protec- 
tion of the home industries and committed 
to free trade, the Jockey club would probably 
have to back dow in a manner calculated 
to injurtously affect the great prestige and 
reputation for power and authority which it 
enjoyr not only in England but abroad. It 
may therefore be hoped that the three stew- 
ards or triumvirate constituting the executive 
committee of the Jockey club,and the supreme 
tribunal of racing in all matters pertaining 
to the Enelieh turf, and also in questions of 
honor, will think twice before committing the 
club to a decision from which it would sub- 
sequently be obliged to recede. It must be 
borne in mind that King George is the presi- 
dent of the Jockey club, to which members 
of the past and present cabinets belong. 

— 

Capt. Str Henry Dundas, Who has just suc- 
ceeded to his brother’s baronetcy and estates 
in Midlothian, and who now becomes tenth 
Laird of Arniston, has received, along with 
hig other possessions, an interesting heir- 
loom, given to the first Laird of Arniston, 
Sir James Dundas, in 1580, and the preser- 
vation of which from all injury is indispensa- 
ble to the welfare and fortumes of the 
Dun@ases of Arniston. In fact, the mascot of 
Arniston, which is a beautiful glass goblet 
of apparently old Venetian manufacture, is 
just as highly prized by the Dundases as is 
the Luck of Eden Hall, by the Musgraves 
of Bden hall, and the famous glass goblet of 
Lord Muncaster at Muncaster castie; the 
Lee Penny,” eto. Sir Henry is married to 
the daughter of the Earl of Home, one of 
whose other daughters, Lady Margaret, is the 
wife of the Hon, Reginald Walsh, who has 
ust resigned the post of British consul in New 
York. 

The Dundas family ts one of the most 
anctent and historic in Scotland, and is repre- 


-sented today tn the peerage by the Marquis 


of Zetland, formerly viceroy of Ireland, and 
by Lord Melville, who belongs to the Arniston 
branch; in the baronetage by Sir Henry Dun- 
das of Arniston and by Sir Charles Dundas 
of Beechwood, while the chief of the entire 
house ie Capt. Charles Hope Dundas of the 
royal navy, who makes his home at Inch- 
garvie house, South Queens Ferry, and at 
Amberley road, Sydenham, London, and who 
is the thirty-third chief of the Clan of Dun- 
das, in a direct line from Serle de Dundas, 
a contemporary of King WilMam the Lion.

The Arniston branch, now represented by 
Sir Thomas Dundas, was founded when 
George, Axteenth chief of Dundas, purchased 
the Arniston property for the purpose of 
providing an estate for his eldest son by his 
second marriage, with Catherine daughter of 
the third Lord Oliphant. James Dundas the 
fist Laird of Arniston, was knighted or King 
James VI. of Scotland as governor of Ber- 
wick. His son and namesake, James, was 
knighted by Charles II., and for many years 
occupied a seat on the bench of the Supreme 
court of Scotland as lord of session under the 
title of Lord Arniston. His eldest son also 
became a lord of session, as Lord Arniston, 
and his son in turn occupied a geat on the 
bench of the Supreme court, taking the same 
title as that of hig father and grandfather. 

Indeed, for five generations the Lairds of 
Arniston were judges of the Supreme court of 
Scotiand, with the title of Lord Arniston, 
a record without parallel, the last one to hold 
this office being Robert Dundas, who died in 
1819. His son was called to the bar and was 
on the high road to similar judicial eminence 
when the reform bill by depriving his family 
of control of the parliamentary representa- 
tion for Midlothian which it had held for over 
a hundred years caused him to retire from 
public life, and to spend the remainder of his 
existence on his estates ag a Scottish chiet- 
tain and landed proprietor at Arniston. 

~~ 

Arniston was originally part of the lands 
on the South Dek. granted in the twelfth cen- 
tury to the Knights Templar by King Dae?i 
I., and was the first settlement of that once 
mighty order in Scotland. It extends to 
upwards of 12,000 acres, of which some 
3.000 are under timber or woodlands. The 
property lies at a considerable altitude on the 
northern slope of the Moorfoots. 

Sir Walter Scott was a frequent visitor 
at Arniston, and the following entry Is to be 
found in his diary: I am alweys happy in 
finding myself in the old oak room at arniston 
where I have drunk many a merry bottle, and 
in the field where I have seen many a hare 
klied.” 

Perhaps the most famous of all the Dun- 
dases of Arniston was Henry Dundas, a 
younger son of one of the Lords Arniston, 
who were lords of session, and whe was the 
right hand man of Prime Minister Pitt, and 
his treasurer of the navy. Raised to the 
peerage through Pitt as Baron Duneira and 
Viscount Melville, he was impeachei by the 
house of commons for malversation while 
treasurer of the navy, and being duly ac- 
quitted after a trial by the house of lords; 
which returned a verdict of not guilty,’’ he 
died, leaving a large fortune. 

The present Viscount Melville was for many 
years consul general of Great Britain at 
Christiania, and makes his home at Mel- 
ville castle, in Midlothian,

thing of the rights of travelers. Is the 


holder of a first class ticket entitled to a 
seat, even if the company has to put on 
another coach, or give him a seat in & 
Pullman, or parlor car? I was once com- 
pelled to change coaches during the night 
on account of an accident to the one I 


was in and in the transfer lost my ticket 


receipt. I was compelled to pay cash 
fare for the rest of the journey and was 
just à year getting it refunded. I was 
told the conductor had my original ticket. 
Would I have been justified in refusing 
to pay this? 

Can a traveler demand a seat when 
the round trip ticket is called “ excursion 
ticket,” but is the regular, all the year 
round form and is only a few cents less 
than the 2 cents a mile rate? 

TRAVELER. 


There have been conflicting decisions as 
to whether a railroad ticket is a contract 
merely for transportation or whether it is 
also a contract for a seat. Courts have held 
both ways. The prevailing decisions, how- 
ever, seem to indicate that a ticket covers 
the transportation and that the carrier is 
required to furnish reasonable facilities 
and to furnish a seat “ if practicable.” The 
passenger therefore has the right to refuse 
to give up his ticket and wait for another 
train if he cannot get a seat, but, according 
to the decisions, It he electe to remain on the 
train must accept such facilities as are avall- 
able and ie entkled to no refund. 

It is the practice of many railroads to in- 
struct their conductors in the printed rules 
to give a passenger a seat in a Pullman car 
or dining car if none is available im the 
coaches until a point is reached where an- 
other coach can be added to the train. 

In the case of the accident it would seem 
that the conductor snould have taken cog- 
nizance of the unusual conditions and not re- 
quired the purchase of another ticket. This 
is indicated by the fact that the amount was 
refunded, although, of course, a delay of a 
year was unwarranted. Court decisions in- 
dicate that an exouraion ticket makes no 
difference tn the obligations of the railroad. 
A passenger may refuse to use hie ticket, but 
cannot ride free even if given no seat.

Carpenter's Decision Interpreted 


by Lawyers as Dare“ to Pro- 
ceed with Move. 


Beaten for a thirè time in their spectacular 
fight to escape criminal prosecution in the 
United States District court by Judge George 
A. Carpenter's decisive ruling yesterday, the

In the arguments before Judge Carpenter 
last week, Attorney Levy Mayer in behalf of 
the packers told the judge that in case he 
refused the motion then being made they 
would tie his hands by just such a course. 

The answer of the judge as made in for- 
mal legal language from the bench yester- 
day is forceful enough to be considered as 
adare. The position of J udge Carpenter that 
it is the duty of the District court, of the 
grand jury, and of the district attorney, to 
proceed along exactly the lines on which the 
government is proceeding, was emphatically 


Would Tie Hands of court: 

Mr. Mayer admitted that the injunction to 
be sought from Judge Grosscup could not 
run against the court directly, but he insisted’ 
that it would in effect tie the hands of the 
tourt.“ 

This was believed by €overnment attor- 
peys to mean that the injunction would fe 
asked against the attorney general, the dis- 
triet attorney, and the several special assist- 
ants headed by Special Assistant District At- 
forney James H. Wilkerson, in whose hands 
& the actual work of prosecution. 

Lawyers said that the court’s move could 
be the appointment of fresh special assigt- 
ant district attorneys to carry on the work. 

The attorneys for the packers refused to 
comment on their future course, but the 
words in which Attorney Mayer outlined itin 
court last week in answer to Judge Carpen- 
ter’s questions, were as clear as the words of 
the judge’s answer which ended with these 
denials of the contentions of the eminent 
eounsel;: 

“ The rights of the defendants are separate 
and distinct in the two cases; the methods of 
procedure are separate and distinct; the pow- 
er of the court to act is separate and distinct. 
The parties are not the same; the rights are 
not the same, and the remedies are not the 
same. The motion will be denied.” 


Says It Is Only Pre : 

In answer to a question from Judge Carpen- 
ter as to why the defendants did not o into 
the equity court if they believed their rights 
lay there Attorney Mayer said that they 
bad “anticipated that question,” but bad 
decided to “ go to the Criminal court rst 
because they considered it the more “ orderly 
“ recognition of courtesy 
due the tribunal’’ but stated that such 
action was a mere preliminary to a resort to 
the equity court. 

Be then sald: 

_™ Although the Equity court does not and 
Cannot enjoin this court and can only enjoin 
parties indirectly, in effect it is practically 
an injunction which ties the hands of the 
court, although the court is net a party to 
it Therefore in order to avoid what may be 
an unseemly conflict the practice is to go 
first into the Criminal court and ask for a 
stay just as we have done here.“ 

The stay, however, has been denied, 
and in no uncertain terms, and attorneys say 
it ip “up to the packers to carry out their 
injunction threat. 

The matter ig so seriously considered by 
the government that the case is regarded as 
At a crisis, and all the local staff will leave 
this morning for Washington to confer with 
the attorney general personally on the case.

Restraint Debated. 
JUSTICES QUIZ COUNSEL. 


Tobaceo Case Furnishes Rapid Ques- 
tioning in Supreme Tribunal, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—Where to draw 
the line between legal and illegal restraint of 
interstate commerce was the burden of rapid 
fire questions today in the reargument before 
the Supreme court of the United States of the 
dissolution suit against the American Tobac- 
co corporations. 

Before they could be answered another set 
of questions concerning what the Sherman 
antitrust law meant by the monopolizing ” 
of trade had opened. 

* Generalities are good,” said Justice Day 
to J. C. McReynolds, one of the attorneys for 
the United States, but it seems to me the 
government ought to have an explanation 
now of what the law means by ‘ monopoliz- 
ing.’ * 

Mr. MoReynolds had just resumed his argu- 
ment when Justice Holmes asked: 

“Do you think that to buy out a man and 
make a covenant with him that he will not 
engage in the same business ina certain time 
ls unlawful?’ 

Court and Justices Debate. 

Mr. McReynolds said the Supreme court had 
decided that control of a major part of basi- 
ness was sufficient for the courts to act, and 
that the business of the tobacco corporations 
came within the line ot decisions laying down 
the rule. 

Justice McKenna suggested that the court 
in arriving at a decision must havea basis on 


which to work. He wanted to know what 


basis the government would have it advance. 

The attorney repeated that the decisions of 
the court announced were sufficient to decide 
the present case. 

“If I may say 80, I believe,” continued Mr. | 
McReynolds, that the court will make a 
great mistake if it attempts to decide in this 
case all that the Sherman antitrust law 
means. There is a borderland out yonder into 
which it is not necessary to go.” 

Chief Justice White suggested that where 
there was a borderiand there was a border. 

“ Where is it?’ inquired the chief justice. 
„What is your theory of the law, I ask you, 
and you respond that your theory i that we 
have decided thia case in your favor.” 


Counsel Gives His Theory. 

Mr. McReynolds said if the court wanted his 
theory notwithstanding the theory of the 
court he would give it. It was that the law in- 
tended to prevent interference with the free 
flow of competition in commerce between 
the states and that any combination that 
was sufficient to interfere with the free flow 
was within the Sherman anti-trust law. He 
explained that he had in mind a material and 
direct obstruction of commerce.

Remanded to 
the Tombs in New York 
Case. 


CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


Repudiation of Aged Couple as 
Parents Leads to In- 
dictment. 


New York, Jan. 9.—Aside from progressive 
work or reorganization and reconstruction 
in affected institutions which will necessarily 
extend over the week, New York’s banking 
situation is normal tonight. Timid deposi- 
tors are reassured, the stock market is op- 
timistic, and Joseph G. Robin, whose op- 
erations caused the flurry, is still ip the 
Tomba. 

Another member of the Robin family en- 
tered the Tombs today, Dr. Louise Rabino- 
vitch, sister of Robin, was indicted on a 
charge of perjury, and remanded in default 
of $8,000 bail. She had sworn in an effort 
to have Robin committed to an asylum and 
his estate taken over by a committee that 
she and her brother, Edward, were his only 
heirs at law. But investigation disclosed 
an aged couple the prosecution contends are 
the parents. On this discovery the indict- 
ment is based. 


Once Thought They Were Parente. 

Both old persons had been witnesses before 
the jury, as had the alleged son, Edward 
Robinson. When they met face to face in 
the courtroom the elderly woman attempted 
to throw her arms around Robinson's neck, 
but he drew back and repulsed her.

State Deaf to Mother’s Claim, but Bowed 
to German Emperor, :

Erik Meichels, the 10 year oM prise for 
whom his widowed mother has been fighting 
in the courts for two yeara, came yesterday 
to his new Chicago home. 

Mrs. Hedwig Meichela, in tears, welcomed 
her son et 207 East Thirty-seventh street. 
He was taken to her by the Legal Aid Society 
of Chicago. She had not seen her son for | 
three years. 

Mrs. Meichels, widow of a former Battle 
Creek merchant in Michigan, left her son 
with Amos Krug, a contractor, when she 
came to Chicago. She had arranged, she 
sayw, to pay $1 a week to the Krugs as board 
for the boy until she could establish a r- 
dence in Chicago. 

When she sent for him, she says, she re 
cel ved only a mailed notice of court pro- 
ceedings to declare her son a dependent 
under the Juvenile court law of Michigan. 

When she hurried to Battle Creek she 
found a court order already entered com- 
mitting the child to the state school at Cold- 
water. 

Returning to Chicago, Mrs. Meichels ap- 
pealed to the Legal Aid society, and an at- 
tack on the Michigan law was begun. The 
case went through the Probate, Circuit, and 
Supreme courts of Michigan to no avail. 
Nothing could be found on which the state 
authorities were willing to undo the red tape 
of the Juvenile court law of Michigan, 

It was found that the boy’s father never 
had taken out naturalization pepers and had 
been a citizen of the German nation when he 
died. Finally the German consular agente 
in Michigan demanded, in the name of the 
German emperor, the restoration of the 
child to its mother.

Roads’ Evidence Found Deficient 
by Attorney of Commission. 


PLEA FOR ADVANCE OPPOSED. 


Knocks Props from Contentions for 
Additional Revenue. 


There is cold comfort for the raflroads that 
have asked for advances in freight rates in 
official classification territory, in the brief 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the eastern rate case, by Frank Lyon, 
the attorney who has represented the com- 
mission throughout ite hearings, and the in- 
vestigation in general. He analyzes in the 
brief the evidence presented by the carriers, 

Attorney Lyon is allied with neither fac- 
tion in the rate controversy, and his views 
are presumed, therefore, to represent an im- 
partial gtudy of the facts presented. He 
Graws no direct conclusions as to whether 
or not the railroads. should be allowed to 
false their rates, but, by an elaborate series 
of statistics and arguments, knocks the props 
out from the carefully reared claims of the 
railroads that they are in need of an in- 
crease in revenues, 


Over 10,000 Pages Reviewed. 

Reviewing the entire record of over 10,000 
pages of testimony, also hundreds of sta- 
tistical exhibite, Mr. Lyon considers the 
contentions on which the carriers have 
sought to justify their proposed increased 
rates and declares that on no point have 
they produced sufficient evidence to support 
their arguments. 

Taking up the main argument of the roads. 
that the increase in rates is required to meet 
advances in wages, he asserts that the 
amount of the proposed increase in revenue 
at presented by the carriers is necessarily an 
estimate, but accepting the figures of the 
roads showing a wage increase of $35,000,000 
per annum and à proposed rate advance of 
$27,000,000 for 52,000 miles of road east of 
Chicago, he demonstrates by a.table that by 
the increase in rates some carriers are prac- 
tically not being reimbursed at all for the 
increase in wages, while others are being 
much more than reimbursed. 

Dedudes Meaning of the Table. 

“In round numbers this table,“ he says, 
“shows that for the 52,000 miles of road 


| involved, the freight traffic for the calendar 


year 1909 was $754,000,000; that the estimated 
gross revenue, had the increased rates been 
ul effect, would have been $781,000,000; that 
the actual freight revenue for the fiscal year 
ending June 90, 1910, wae $777,000,000, or 
within $4,500,000 of what the railroads esti- 
mate the revenue would be under the in- 
creased rates, based upon the business of 
1909. 

“The net operating revenues for the year 
ending June 80, 1910, over 1900, were 857. 
000,000, or $28,000,000 in excess of the esti- 
mated increase in wages for one year of 
$34,000,000. 

Effect of Higher Wages Shown. 

„The table is interesting as showing the 
effect of the increased wages and estimated 
increase in revenue upon the indiviual car- 
riers. For instance, the extremes show that 
as to the Diehigh and Hudson River the esti- 
mated increase in revenue is only 2.07 per 
cent of its estimated increase in wages, while 
on the New York, Chicago and St. Louis the 
estimated increase in revenue is 242.57 per 
cent of the estimated increase in wages.” 

For the Baltimore and Ohio the figures 
show a ratio of revenue increase to wage 
{ncrease of 114 per cent, for the Pennsylvania 
railroad of 43 per cent, but for the Pennsy|!- 
vania company of 101 per cent, for the New 
York Central 96 per cent; for the Lake Shore 
182, for the Erie 121, and for the Wabash 121. 

For the four months of July, August, Sep- 
tember, and October, 1910, during which the 
mereased wages were effective, Mr. Lyon 
shows that the carriers have earned net 
$10,000,000 less than for the same four months 
of the year 1900. 


Claims Roads Will Fare Well. 

“ Without here attempting to analyse the 
accounts,” he says, to determine whether 
unusual amounts have been charged to ex- 
pense accounts, not the result of an increase

HIGH CHARGES TO BE MET. 


Socalled Objectionable Action Deters 
Capital, Says Lawyer. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9—Weight was 
placed by F. I. Gowen, counsel for the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, upon the necessity, in 
the view of the railroads, for an increase of 
freight rates in his argument today before 
the interstate commerce commission. 

“If the requirements of the shippere and 
the traveling public are to be met.“ he de- 
clared, “and the roads ere fo make ad- 
ditional improvements to their equipment and 
other facilities, then we must have the as- 
sistance of an increase of rates.” 

“Then, do you mean,” inquired Commis- 


toner Lane, that, unless this proposed in- 


crease of rates la granted, there will be no 
more railroads constructed? 


Says Charges Deter Capital. 

„Perhaps not quite that, responded Mr. 
Gowen, “ but I do believe that the railroad 
business of the country must be done by the 
lines at present in existence. The arges 
for new construction are so great as to deter 
capital from entering upon the building of 
new lines in competition with lines already in 
existence. A proposition recently was made 
to build a new lune from New York city to 
Chicago. It was found that the bonds neces- 
sary to be floated for the New York terminal 
charges alone would amount to $300,000 a mile 
for the entire road. 

My contention is that it should not be the 
policy of this commission tp take a position 
£0 adverse to the roads as to prevent them 
from obtaining capital with which to make 
needed improvements and necessary edditions 
to their present facilities.” 

Will the carrying into effect of your idea 
mean a progressive increase in freight rates 
beyond the present proposed increase?” in- 
quired Mr. Lane. 

Not at all,” replied Mr. Gowen. Tou 
are here to exercise a wise discretion in this 
matter of rates and, in doing so, you do not 
in any sense mortgage the future.” 

Figures on Operation. 
Prior to Mr. Gowen's argument Frank Lyon. 


one of the attorneys for the commission, had 


presented an elaborate statement of the 
financial operations of various eastern rail- 
roads made up from the monthly and an- 
nual reports of the companies to the commis- 
sion.

LOSER IN COURT 


| Independent Auto Makers Win 
Victory in Reversal of 
One Decision. 


FIGHT TO BE CONTINUED.

Supreme Tribunal Will Be Asked 
to Decide on Alleged In- 


fringement. © 


New York, Jan. 9. o- called independ- 
en automobile ufacturers won a victory 
today in the United States Cirouit Court of 
Appeals in a reversal of the decree of Judge 
Hough in the Circuit court wherein the Selden 
patent was upheld. 

The higher courts ruling declares that the 
defendants neither legally nor moraily 
owed anything to the patentee” and holds 
that the. improved Ott engine, used by 
the defendants in motor vehicle construc- 
tion, is the equivalent of the Selden engine, 


but that its use is not an infringement of 


N 


the Selden patent. 

Accordingly Judge Hough’s injunctions 
against the Ford Motor company, Panhard & 
Levasser, and others restraining them from 
using the Otto engine on the ground of in- 
fringement must be dismissed by the lower 
court to which the cases were remanded with 
such instruction. | 


Opinion of Ctreuit Court, | 

The opinion of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, written by Judge Noyes, says in part: 

“ While the conclusion of noninfringement 
which we have reached leaves the patentee 
empty handed with respect to the ‘patent 
for the short time it has to run, it cannot be 
regarded as depriving him through any tech- 
nicality of the first reward of his labors. 
He undoubtedly appreciated the possibill- 
ties of the motor vehicle at a time when the 
ideas were regarded as chimerical. Had he 
been able to see far enough he might have’ 
taken out a patent as farreaching as the 
Circuit court held this one was. 

“The Brayton engine was the leading 
engine at the time and his attention was 
naturally drawn to ite supposed advan- 
tages. He chose that t In the light of 
events we can see that he appreciated 
the superiority of the Otto engine and adapt- 
ed that type for his combination, his patent 
would cover the modern automobile. 

“He did not do so. He made the wrong 
choice and we cannot, by placing any forced 
construction upon the patent or by straining 
‘the doctrine of equivalents, make another 
choice for him at the expense of these de- 
fendants who neither legally nor morally owe 
him anything.“ 

Patent Weapon of League. 

The Selden patent seeks to control the 
manufacture of virtually all gasoline auto- 
mobiles in America. Many of the manu- 
facturing companies hold licenses under thet 
patent, but there are many others Which 


| operated independently and in defiance of the 


patent. 

The Hcemsed companies are formed into the 
Association of Licensed Automobile Manu- 
facturera, which excluded the independent 
companies from its undertakings, such ae 
automobile shows and the like, and exten- 
sive legal complications wére precipitated.

Dealers Impressed with Necessity of

Butter values at Chicago yesterday were 
lowered 10 a pound, all the best makes of 
creamery and dairy products being reduced. 
A report on cold storage reserves making 
holdings in principal cold storage warehouses
